HE HAD MURDERED A FAMILY. 


THE WIFE OF BROWN SMITH, A 
WHITE MAN, ‘AND FOUR 
CHILDREN THE WICTIMS. 


SMITH WAS AWAY AT WORK. 


The Negro Supposed He Had Wiped 
Out the Whole Family, but One 
Child Revived and Was Able 

to Name the Criminal. 


WESSON, Miss., Dec. 10.—Full particulars 
fram one of the most flendish crimes ever 
recorded have just come to hand, Almost 
“the entire family of Brown Smith, a re- 
spectable white farmer, 35 years of age, were 
brutally killed with a club in the hands of 
Charles Lewis, a black fiend, more devil 
than human. 

Smith was working at a gin a few miles 
from h'‘s home, which is situated about 
two and a half miles from Pearl River, on 
the east side in Lawrence County, and ina 
wild country. 

The house is off the main road and no 
white family lives within» two miles of it, 
although several negro families live near. 
It was one of these negroes who on Wed- 
nesday some time between noon and dark- 
ness crept up to Smith’s house and most 
brutally assaulted Mrs. Smith, then 
brained her, and then, to forever hide his 
crime, he began on the six children, only 
sparing a babe,.which he left untouched. 

The fiend’s work was not done as well 
as he thought, for one of the children, a 
little girl 5 years of age, regained con- 
sciousness, and when her father entered 
after his day’s work she told him the 
name of the brute. The murdered mother 
and four children were found dead and dy- 
ing in the yard, showing how they had 
struggled to escape the brute, 

The father and husband ![mmediately 
eounded the alarm and a posse was or- 
ganized and late yesterday afternoon the 
negro was captured, carried to Monticello, 
the county seat of Lawrence County, and 
at 7 o'clock was carried back to the scene 
of his crime, where he was fully identified 
by the little girl. It is said he was 
promptly lynched after the identification by 
a large crowd of infuriated citizens who 
had joined in the search. 

It is greatly feared that a wholesals 
lynching may take place in that neighbor- 
hood, as the country is excited to the 
highest pitch.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—Confer- 


ences were held to-day between Senate and 
House advocates of Hawaiian annexation, 
and as a result the Senate treaty is to be 
dropped and annexation brought about by 
leg'siation. This can be accomplished in 
the same way that Texas was brought into 
the union, and will require only a majority 
vote in each House. The House Demo- 
cratic caucus to-morrow will consider these 
questions on which the minority hopes to 
unite. 

1. The recognition of Cuban independence, 
2. The annexation of Hawaii, 

3. Immigration, 

4. Currency reform. : 

On the first the minority will unite and 
will decide to push it at every opportunity. 
The second will be fought. On the third the 
party policy will favor restriction, while 
the fourth will cause a sharp division. The 
Democratic members from Missouri will 
vote as a unit on the first three proposi- 
tions. 


DECEMBER WHEAT $1.02 


Strength of Thursday Not in Evidence, 
but St. Louis Led. 


Dollar wheat was still a reality Friday, 
though the strength apparent on the pre- 
vious day was not in e ence, 

There was one gale of December at $1.02. 
May was steady and went a few points 
higher than Thursday's close. The opening 
was %c off at 94c. 

The rush of the shorts to cover was con- 
fined to the early part of the session, These 
efforts caused an advance to 94%c. There 
was asharp decline to 944c. For more than 
an hour there wae not a variation of 4c 
on either side of th's price. 

The more nervous of the shorts apparent- 
ly rushed in Thursday. Those who margined 
up were reassured Friday and prepared to 
await developments. 

The excitement caused by the sensational 
advance of the Chicago market died out. 
Chicago prices were on the downward turn 
Friday. From $1.07 at the opening there 
was a drop to $1.06. Though extremely 
dull the St. Louis market was really strong- 
er than Chicago, an indication that a ¢om- 
paratively small amount of wheat was 
available here. 

The demand keeps pace steadily with 
the receipts, though the latter are large. 
Friday 49,457 bushels of wheat reached St. 
Louis, 4s against 9,820 bushels last year. 
Even th's large accession to the local stock 
failed to actually weaken the market, 
though it was largely responsible for the 
dullness. 

The report that 5,000,000 bushels of wheat 
were to be shipped to Europe did not have 
the looked for local bullish effect. It weak- 
ened the European markets.

ROOM FULL OF GAS 


Collector Mahan Had a Close Call at 
Jefferson City.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 10.—Thomas 
B. Mahan, Collector of Cole County, came 
near losing his life here this morning. The 
vault in his office is damp, and when he 
closed business yesterday he left the gas 
burning in the vault to dry the dampness. 
The vault {is small, and the supposition is 
that the vault became so close that it ex- 
tinguished the flame, and the gas continued 
to escape. When Deputy Collector Gorman 
went into the office this morning he discov- 
ered the gas in the room and threw the doors 
and windows open. At this time Mr. Mahan 
came in, and thoughtlessly took a match 
and ignited it to light the gas jet and the 
gas in the room ignited. The flames were 


severe for a moment, scorching Mr. Mahan’'s 
clothes, hands and beard, There were some 
rags in the room and they were consumed.

Charles Rettlia is preparing to build a 
“spite house’ in St. Louis. 

Rettlia keeps a saloon and grocery store 
at Fifteenth and Chestnut streets. 

He figured in a sensational legal fight 
with the residents of a fashionable West 
End neighborhood two years ago. 

Now he proposes to build the ugliest house 
ever conceived right where it will. be an 
eyesore to the persons who made trouble 
for him. 

Rettlia owns a building at 3101 Chestnut 
street and a lot adjoining. 

Two years ago he opened a grocery store 
in the building on the corner. After run- 
ning the store a month he opened a saloon 
in the rear. 

There was never a saloon in the neigh- 
borhood and the fashionable residents of 
the block made a concerted fight on Rettlia. 
They claimed his petition bore the names 
of persons who had not signed it. Rettlia, 
in the face’ of such strenuous opposition, 
did not use the petition to obtain a liquor 
seller’s license from the city. He organized 
a “‘club.”’ . 

Customers paid an “initiation fee” in re- 
turn for drinks at. the bar. 

The neighbors tried every inducement to 
cause Rettlia to abandon the saloon annex 
to his grocery. When persuasi6én failed 
they resorted to the law. They had Rettlia

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 10.—Meager particu- 
lars have been received in this city from 
San Simon, a smal] station just west of 
Willeox, Ariz., on the Southern Pacific, of 
a train hold-up. Train No. 20, the Sunset 
Limited, had just left Stein’s Pass, N. M., 
near the Arizona line, when the engineer 
noticed a danger signal in front and imme- 
diately applied the air brakes. No sooner 
was the trdin brought to a stop than five 
men stepped out from their hiding places 
near the tracks, all heavily armed. One 
covered the engineer and fireman with his 
Winchester, while the others gave their at- 
tention to the train proper, more espeolally 
to the express car, firing their guns in the 
air and otherwise frightening passengers. 


At this point the guards in the express car 
took a hand in the fusillade, Thirty or forty 
shots are said to have been fired by both 
sides.

It is easy to imagine that the expendl- 
ture of this sum will noc permit of elab- 
orate ornamentation on two eight-room 
houses. From Rettlia’s standpoint this is 
the beauty of his scheme. 

Plainness amounting to ugliness will be 
the strong point of the Rettlia flats. 

Rettlia is now skirmishing around for old 
bricks. It is a part of his scheme that no 
two adjoining bricks must be alike. Red 
buff, terra cotta and enameled bricks will 
be thrown together promiscuously, with no 
attempt at harmony of design. 

Rettlia says the bay windows will be beau- 
ties. They will be of rough boards., 

No paint will be used on the building. 

As a growning affront to his enemies 
Rettlia says he will install negro tenants 
in the flats, and will rent the store buildin 
on the corner to the Young Men’s Color 
Reform Club. 

He has not obtained a building permit. 
Property owners in the neighborhood who 
have heard of his plan say they will make a 
strong fight to prevent it being issued.

Sad and romantic is the story told by 
Mrs. Florence L. Frost. She was the daugh- 
ter of William S. McCaulley, who at the 
time of his death was Attorney-General] of 
the State of Delaware. Her grandfather 
Was an eminent member of the Delaware 
bar. She claims Gen. George B. McClellan 
as a cousin and William McCaulley Jeferis, 
Episcopal Archdeacon of the State of Texas, 
as another cous'n, and mournfully recalls 
the days when she went to school with the 
daughter of Ambassador Bayard and with 
other girls belonging to the first families 
of the Blue Hen State. 

“I was married to George I. Frost in 
1880," said Mrs. Frost, dropping her sewing 
for a few moments while she told her story. 
“He was employed in the internal revenue 
office in Philadelphia, but soon after ac- 
cepted a position in a chemical works in 
Bayonne, N. J. 

“For a time we were happy. My hus- 
band was kind and good, and I loved him 
devotedly. But one unlucky day I invited 
& woman, a relative, into the house, and 
s00n the sunshine of my happiness was 
dimmed, 

“Before I knew—perhaps before they knew 
it themselves—the mischief was done. My 
husband and this woman had fallen des- 
perately in love with each other. Per-

“My husband went to Chicago to live,”’ 
she continued a.-moment later. ‘“‘There he 
made application for divorce on the ground 
of desertion. I was foolish. I did not fight 
the suit.

“Well, my husband got hie divorce, and 
with it the custody of the child. He took 
my little Willie away from me. That was 
the most cruel blow he ever dealt me.

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TRYING THE POOL-ROOM MEN 


Much Difficulty Experienced in Se- 
curing Juries. 


The personnel of the audience in the First 
District Police Court Friday resembled that 
of one of the largest of the pool-rooms dur- 
ing the prosperous season, with the excep- 


tion of the clerks and small salesmen that 
make up the “sucker” element. The occa- 
sion of this large gathering of bookmakers, 
touts, pool-room employes and other hang- 
ers-on was the trial of the men arrested in 
the various raids.

Harvey Allender Hanged in the Cali- 
fornia Penitentiary. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 10.—~Harvey 
Allender, the double murderer of San Jose, 
was hanged at San Quentin penitentiary 
at 10:30 o’clock to-day. Allender was infat- 
uated with Miss Wallberga Fielmer, an in- 
telligent, industrious girl of irreproachable 
character, who repulsed him and’ became 
betrothed to Vinanzi Crossetti, an Italian 
blacksmith, about 24 years of age. After 
having repeatedly threatened the couple, 
Allender met them walking together along 
Third street. San Jose, on the afternoon of 
August 9, 1896. He accosted the girl and as 
she altempted to pass him Allender drew a 
revolver and shot her in the neck. She fell 
to the sidewalk and Allender shot and killed 
her as she lay at his feet. Crosset#l at- 
tempted to arrest and disarm the murderer, 
but Allender turned his pistol upon him and 
shot him in the abdomen, inflicting a fatal 
wound. Allender then ran away and at. 
op oy to commit suicide, but fainted after

ELECTRIC LIGHT FIGURES. 

In drawing up the proposed ordinance 
for electric lighting the Board of Public 
Improvements has estimated that the city 
will pay, during the first year of the 
eontract under it, $400,000. Last year St. 
Louis paid $382,400 for public lighting. So 
itis evident that the board does not con- 
template the possibility of saving any- 
thing under the new contract, to say noth- 
ing of making any profit out of the sale 
of the franchise. How is this? Is the 
board dead or alive? Has it the interests 
of St. Louis at heart, or does it look upon 
itself as the agent of the lighting cor- 
porations? 

For are lights, of which we have 2,400, 
St. Louis is paying $74.95 apieca, This ag- 
gregates $179,880 per annum for these 
lights. With a municipal plant, Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., pays but $46.36 for each aro 
light. 

Suppose St. Louis pald but $46.36 for 
each of her 2,400 are lights. That would 
be a saving of $68,616 per annum to the 
tax payers. Is it impossible to make this 
eaving? 

With a municipal plant the little town 
of Marshalltown, Io., gets its aro lights 
for $29.50 per light. 

If St. Louis could do as well, it would 
mean a saving of $109,080_per annum to 
the taxpayers. Cannot St. Louis do as 
well as little Marshalltown? 

There are several other cities with mu- 
nicipal plants that shame St. Louis in 
conducting their own lighting business. 

But if a munictpal plant ig at present 
impossible, is there anything to prevent 
the passage of an ordinance looking to the 
ownership of a plant in the near future? 
A fifteen-year straight contract, handing 
over this valuable franchise to the first 
bidder without proper compensation or 
consideration for value received, will be 
a disgraceful betrayal of the people’s in- 
terests, for which the Board of Publio 
Improvements, the Municipal Assembly 
and the Mayor will be accountable,

CHANGE IN THE FRENCH MAR. 
RIAGE LAWS. 


The formalities preceding marriage in 
France, which have hitherto been of a for- 
midable character, have been modified, no 
doubt in view of the dwindling population 
of the republic. Men over 2 and wemen 
over 21 can now be united without the con- 
sent of their parents, after presenting a 
single respectful notification of their intent, 
and waiting one month before proceeding 
to extremes. Consenting parents are no 
longer obliged to have recourse to a notary 
and a formal deed, but may go to the mu- 
nicipal office and register the permission 
free of cost. When the parents are di- 
vorced, the consent of the innocent party 
will suffice, and when they are dead, miss- 
ing or imprisoned, a mere oath, duly at- 
tested, will serve in place of legal proof.

‘ Sot course, there is the chance that Cree- 
don has not taken care of himself in late 
years,°and that he is far from being the 
man he was a few years ago. But with any 
of his old speed at all he should win in a 
walk from McCoy. 

“Of the two, Creedon is the puncher and 
the man who can give punishment. McCoy 
can get away from punishment about as 
well as most men, but there is nothing in 
his make-up which convinces me that he 
can take punishment.

The Smooth Little Man Turns Up in 
the Hoosier Capital. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 0.—It devel- 
oped to-day that Tron’s pool-room narrowly 
escaped a “killing,” which would have 
given that concern financial colic for a long 
time to come, , Several days ago Charles C.

Hired Help Clamorous for Wages and 
the Gas Meter Removed 
and Returned. 


This was the last day of grace given to 
Father J. T. Tuohy to vacate the rectory of 
St. Patrick’s and proceed to Edina, Mo., to 
accept there the appointment to which he 
was assigned, 

Father Tuohy has not gone to Edina. He 
is not going. He is still an inmate of the 
rectory, and he still claims to be pastor of 
St. Patrick’s. 

Certainly some of the rectory servants re- 
gard him as the pastor, and apparently ig- 
nore the administator, Father Hayes. 
“Miss Mary Hurley, a domestic, answered 


the bell when a reporter called. ) 

“Ts Father Tuohy in?’ she was asked, 

“No; he has gone up-town.” 

“Is Father Hayes in?’’ 

‘“T don’t know anything at all about 
Father Hayes.’’ - 
‘How am I to find out whether he !s in? 
“T’ll ring the bell again and a boy will 

come. He will find out for you.” 

The boy came and reported Father Hayes 
out. This ep'sode gives a faint idea of 
the state of conflict inside the rectory, 
with two claimants to the pastorate, 

Miss Hurley has another grievance. Her 
wages are in arrears, and she has declared 
that if: the administrator does not settle 
with her she will sue him. Miss Hurley is 
also aggrieved because a morning news- 
paper has got her mixed up with a Mrs. 
Stanton and insists on bestowing that hame 
on her. Her name is not Stanton, and she 
is not a Mrs. 

Father Hayes ahd Father Tuohy met the 
other day. Father Hayes told Father Tuohy 
he would like to see him in his room on 
business at 7 o’clock that evening. To 
this Father Tuohy is reported as respond- 
ing with dignity that he was pastor of Bt. 
Patrick’s, and if Father Hayes wanted to 
see him on business he, Father Hayes, 
could come to his, Father Tuohy’s, study. 

Thursday the Laclede Gas Light Company 
took the gas meter out of the rectory, 08- 
tensibly because the bill was not paid, the 
alternative being offered that the bill be 
made in Father Tuohy’s name individually, 
eo as to hold him personally responsible. 
Father Tuohy eent a sharp letter to the 
Gas Light Company stating that he \was 
pastor until the court of appeals decmMed 
otherwise, and that he was surprised the 
officers of the company did not know this 
primary principle of law. 

Thursday evening the meter was returned, 
but the application for it was signed by 
Father Hayes as pastor. This did not suit 
Father Tuohy and he refused to accept the 
meter on such terms. In the meantime a 
parishioner had supplied him with a fine 
Rochester lamp, and in returning the meter 
he called attention to the superiority of the 
lamp’s light to the quality of gas furnished, 


The fireman has received orders to quit 
eating his meals at the rectory, and not 
to use the rectory coal for heating the rec- 
tory. This is supposed to be a move in the 
direction of literally freezing out Father 
Tuohy, since there seems to be no chance 
of starving him out.» Father Tuohy does 
not think they will cut off the heat. “It 
would be cutting off their noses to spite 
their faces,” he said. “If they can stand 
the cold up on the third floor, I guess I 
can stand it on the second.” 

Fr. Tuohy was found in the office of his 
local counsel, Mr. Fauntleroy, in the Com- 
mercial building. He said: “I am not going 
(to Edina. I am standing on the law in the 
case. My counsel instruct me to stand firm, 
and Iam standing firm. I do not apprehend 
that an attempt will be made to oust me 
by invoking the aid of the police or the 
civil courts. 

“The Papal Delegate said he could not in- 
terfere while my case was pending in the 
canonical court. It seems to me that my 
appeal having been accepted and the court 
here notified, any attempt to. enforce the 


sentence of the court, or anything arising 
from the sentence, would place the local 
court in contempt of the court of appeals. 
And if tne Papal Delegate cannot interfere 
while the appeal is pending, how can the 
‘local court? Certainly the civil courts would 
not interfere in a case which an ecclesiasti- 
cal court is considering. I do not expect to 
be molested in any way while the case Is 
pending.” 

In the meantime Fr. Haves has found his 
posit'or. so embarrassing that he has talked 
of resigning. He was in earnest about_it, 
and the names of Fr. O'Reilly and Fr. 
O’Brien have been suggested as possible 
successors. Fr. Hayes talked of resigning 
ten days ago. He has not tendered his res- 
ignation and it is supposed he has recon- 
sidered.

The relatives and friends of Mrs, Lizzie 
Chapline propose to make it unpleasant for 
that woman’s husband itn Judge Wood's dl- 
vision of the Circult Court if he ever lets 
his suit for divorce against his wife go to 


trial, 

About the middle of November of this 
year sult was filed by George G. Chapline, 
a<-prominent real estate man and builder, 
against his wife, Lizzie Chapline. They were 
married nineteen years before, and the only 
charge he made was ungovernable temper 
and violent conduct, 

Mrs. Chapling’s felatives were dum- 
founded at the procedure. Only .a few weeks 
before he had taken his: wife to the homé of 
her sister, Mrs. Virginia Miller, near Nash- 
ville, Tenn. He had shown her every kind- 
ness and attention. He left her in the care 
of her sister, Mrs. Miller, and returned to 
St. Louis. He wrote numerous letters, none 
of which even remotely intimated to her 
relatives what he contemplated. The last 
one said that he was going fishing for a 
while, and that he expected a good time. He 
sent her his love and called her ‘‘My Dear 
Diddy,’’ his pet name for her. 

Ten days later she was served with the di- 
vorce papers, 

It- was a cruel blow to the family, but for 
her, owing to her mental etate, it did no 
harm. She said “George’’ would look after 
it when he returned to ner. 

Everybody in the least degree familiar 
with the history of Mrs. Chapline testified 
that it was a-fact generally known to her 
friends that she was of unsound mind and 
that the husband knew of it at the time. 

Mrs. Chapline was brought to St. Louis 
by her sister and her brother, Isaac H. 
Stone. They engaged Attorney Walter F. 
McEntire to contest the divorce and do 
whatever else was necessary. 

The case was set fag trial a few days ago 
and Mr. McEntire represented to Judge 
Wood that proceedings were instituted in 
the Probate Court to test the defendant’s 
Sanity, and asked that a continuance be 
sxranted. Judge Wood readily assented, and 
laid the case over. .

Ledger said he met Carrie Stapleton at 
the Four Courts the last jail visiting day. 
The queen was dressed in swell togs. He 
flirted and she flirted. Ledger says he 
joined her and walked hcene with her. She 
told him she went to the jail to see a man 
hamed Holden, charged with burglary. 

In her room the queen, Ledger says, gave 
him some wine and asked him to call again. 
He called the next day with his chum, 
Hoelscher, and on the third visit Thursday 
night they were arrested. 

Hoelscher, who Is a strapping, big-boned 
young fellow, said he was in the habit of 
carrying both the pistol and knife. The 
big@de is ten inches long, made of Wosten- 
holm steel, and is as sharp as a razor.

tor’s spiritual adviser. Five hundred dollars 
was the sum named to go to the priegt, 

Brockmeyer died in February, 1897, and 
after specifying small sums to go to Frank 
Albert Brockmeyer, his grandson; Lena 
Pohl, Annie Pillmeyer, Wm. Faerber, Aloy- 
sius Garthoeffner, Henry Jaegering willed 
$500 to Father Schaefers, $100 to St. Mary's 
Infirmary, $500 to the Little Sisters of the 
Poor and $300 to St. Vincent's German 
Orphans’ Association. 

Attorney R. Lee Mudd represented the 
charities and G. A. Buder the co-defend- 
ants, with the exception of Father Schaef- 
ers, who appeared without counsel.

| Schnurmacher pressed the point of undue 
influence. Finally he arose from his seat

A Column of Spanish Troops Under Gen. Parridas Has Gone to 


Battle is Hourly Expected,

HAVANA, Dec. 10.—An important battle 
is expected hourly. The insurgents have 
planned a most formidable demonstration 
against Havana, and are said to be near 
the city in force. Gen. Parridos has started 
from this city with strong columns of 
troops to meet the Cubans. Senor Canalejas, 
the confidential agent of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, has gone with the troops. 

Gen. Rodriguez with the combined Cuban 
forces under Juan Delgado, Nodarz and 
Rafael de Cardenas, is encamped on La 
Luisa plantation, near Guira de Melina, 
about twenty miles south of here, on the 
railway to Pinar del Rio. He has fully 
1,000 mcn, who are well armed, and he is 
said to have a Hotchkiss rapid-fire cannon. 
The topography of the country about Guira 
de Melina tis favorable to the Spanish troops. 


Emilio Callazo hanged Antonio Rivera and 
the negro Osman. They went to Callazo 
with money and a proposition to lay down 
his arms, accepting autonomy. A note was 
pinned on the breasts of the hanged men, 
announcing that any one coming on a simi- 
lar mission would meet a like fate. 


It is reported authoritatively that on 
Sunday the Spanish guerrillas of Caimanera, 
near Gallantanarno, deserted to the insur- 
gent leader, Rodriguez, with $14,000, 62, 
cartridges and their arms. They were sup- 
posed to have numbered about fifty men. 


Juan Delgado’s party lately attacked San- 
tiago de Las Vegas, near Havana. The 
place had three companies of guerrillas and 
an infantry column. There was a hot fight 
for three hours. The insurgents did not 
enter the town. The Spanish losses were 
heavy; those of the rebels are not known. 

The latest reports of the late fights in 
Pinar del Rio Province show that the Span. 
ish loss was greater than claimed. The 
dead or wounded include one colonel, one 
major, seven captains, eleven subordinate 
officers and seventy-four privates. Most 
of the wounded will die. The rebel loss was 
fourteen. The rebels really used explosive 
bullets. Their agents here admit it.

Crowther of St. Joseph, Coroner Wait and 
Councilman Uthoff, 

When the play was over the luncheon 
began. Maybe they didn't talk politics, but 
at a very. late hour Mr. Filley went home 
more than pleased with his attitude and 
comforted with the reports that his fr'ends 
are stand. ng by him throughout the State. 

Mr. Crowther is not only an ex-member 
of Congress, but is how the editor and 
proprietor of the St. Joseph Dally Times, in 
opposition to Col, John L. Bittinger’s St. Jo- 
seph Herald, and it will be recalled that just 
before the close of the.extra sesion of Con- 
gress. Mr. Crowther and Mr. Bittinger had 
a personal encounter in the streets of Wash- 
ington, As a friend and supporter of Filley, 
Editor Crowther brought down with him 
Rreat chunks of encouragement for the old 
man. 

“The little affair of last night,’’ sald the 
ex-Congressman, ‘“‘was purely social. Mr. 
Graves thought we might like the play, and 
afterwards we did have a luncheon, So 
far as Mr. Filley is conecrned I see no dif- 
ference inthe attitude of his friends toward 
him. He has never attacked the National 
Adminfstration, and I know. he is a warm 
supporter of President MoKinley.

Editor Crowther left the Terminal Hotel 
early Friday morning, and it was supposed 
he had returned to St. Joseph, but for sev- 
eral hours afterwards he sat in a committee 
room of the City Council and conversed 
with Filley adherents upon the plans and 
prospects for Republican ccess in 1898, 
He is quite a power in Missouri politics, 
being a lawyer, an oratur and an editor.

Wenzel Sleisner, Jr., is the plaintiff against 
| Emily Maag, Philip Maag, Eliza Maag, Emi- 
ly Becker and William Maag, heirs of the 
extensive Maag estate, situated three and 
one-half miles southeast of Kirkwood. 

According to the petition Sleisner’s land 
adjoing the Maag property on the north. 
Brush Creek, a small stream, has {its nat- 
ural course through bottom lands. It is 
alleged that Maag built.a bridge across the 
creek so low that the driftwood formed 
{}@ dam, causing the water to flow over 
valuable portions of Sleisner’s fields. Re- 
monstrances, it is said, did no good. The 
bridge stood and the Maags followed this 
up by building an embankment all along 
the northern boundary of their farm, con- 
verting the field of their neighbor into a 
pool, thus damaging his crops. 

Pleadings and threats were alike in vain, 
Word was se@ht back to Sleisner that the 
bridge and dam would be built at all 
hazards. Many neighbors backed up this 
resolution, while others sided with Sleisner 
and the feeling grew in bitterness. 

Recent rains have increased Mr. Sletsner’,g 
discomfort and Thursday evening he went 
to law for relief. He asks for a mandatory 
injunction compelling the removal of the 
bridge and $500 damages for the loss of his 
crops.

PUBLIC LIBRARY APARTMENT 
DEDICATED TO THE USE OF 
ST. LOUIS YOUNGSTERS. 


IT IS FOR THEM ALONE. 


Over Ten Thousand Volumes on the 
Shelves, Among Them Being 
Many Old Friends, 


Young folks of a literary bent whose 
clatering heels and irrepressible enthusiasm 
have often been the cause of an injury to 
their feelings by some grouchy old party in 
the Public Library need have no more timid- 
ity over a visit to the reading room. Libra- 
rian Crunden has fixed it for them. The 
juvenile department has been instituted in 


a room of its own, and it is now open for 
guests. 

The books for children were formerly 
placed on shelves in a nook of the main 
delivery room on the sixth floor of the li- 
brary building. Each afternoon génerally 
and all day,on Saturdays the great crowds 
of school children who trooped in after the 
works of some juvenile favorite almost 
clogged the delivery room, Something had to 
be done, and Mr. Crunden was at a loss how 
to doit. Every inch of space devoted to the 
library was in use, and it seemed impossible 
to give the youngsters a room of their own. 

At last an idea occurred to him. A room 
fronting Locust street, opening from the 
main delivery room, and given up to medl- 
cal works, was used but little by the St. 
Louis physicians and surgeons for whose 
benefit it was intended. Most of the doc- 
tors own extensive libraries, and the room 
was seldom taken advantage of. Mr. Crun- 
den decided to turn the doctors out and let 
them stidy all their references in the bi 
reading room, along with other people, anc 
dedicate the medical room to the “‘kids’’ of 
&t. Louis. 

The room has been fitted up with a large 
center table and chairs and adequately sup- 
plied with incandescent pe? 

Through the kindness of Mrs. George O. 
Carpenter and Head Gardener Gurney of 
Shaw's Garden a number of potted plants, 
many of them in bloom, have been placed 
around the room, adding much to the at- 
traction of the juvenile department. 

A separate receiving and distributing desk 
has been arranged for the department, Miss 
Julia Krug has charge of it. Shelves for 
the books have been ranged around the four 
walls of the room. The books have been 
catalogued completely, and there is now no 
necessity for any of the youngsters to go 
to any other part of the library when they 
want one of their favorite authore. 

The books of the juvenile department are 
about 10,000 in number and embrace, so Li- 
brarian Crunden says, “all the old stand- 
bys.” When the Librarian said this he 
probably forgot that the Publ'o Library had 
excluded from its list of young people’s 
reading the Oliver Optic series and the 
works of Harry Castleman and Horatio Al- 
ger. These books, dear to the hearts of 
many boys, have not found a place on the 
Public Library shelves for some months. 
But all the rest of the favorites from 
“Baron Munchausen” and “Gulliver” to the 
“Arabian Nights” are to be had. Within 
the next week all the juvenile magazines 
are expected to be placed on the long cen- 
ter table. 

The room has been open only two days, 
but already it is looked upon by the young- 
sters ae thelr own property. Not a minute 
of library hours goes by that it hasn’t a 
dozen or 80 occupants, and after 4 each 
afternoon it is crowded with the little folks 
just from school.

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GROCERS WATCH ONE ANOTHER, 


Commissioner Higgins Relies on This 
to Enforce the License Order. 


Excise Commissioner Higgins announced 
several weeks ago that he intended to pro- 
ceed actively against all grocery stores en- 
gaged in selling liquor. Since then the Com- 
missioner has been confined to his home by 
serious illness, but his office force has made 
some effort to inaugurate the crusade, 

“They cannot have accomplished much,” 


says a grocer near Grand avenue, ‘From all 
I can learn I believe I am the only grocery- 
man in town they have made take out a 
license, There are, 1 am told, aay number 
of groceries where bottles of whisky are 
sold, and even where men can have pop- 
bottles filled with liquor for a dime. I have 
asked a number of grocerymen whether 
they were told to pay a liquor license, but 
I can find none who giy yes.’ 

George R. Mappes, Chief Deputy in the 
Excise Office, said: 

“We have issued recently. sixty-five State 
licenses, nine-tenths of which were to gro- 
cery stores. A few of them took out the 
regulation saloon tax of $300 for six months 
but most of them got licenses of $60, to sell 
in quantities of over one gallon. 

‘So far as we know now, the field has 
been covered. Under the law this office is 
dependent upon the Police Department for 
its information of stores and saloons doing 


| 


In his search he is promised the aid and 
eympathy of all the groceries which have 
complied with the law. 

“It is not an easy matter,” says Mr. 
Mappes, “for any store to run long without 
a license or to eell liquor without a liquor 


| jicense. Even should the police become lax 


‘ or derelict or inattentive, the 


rocer’s rivals 
will keep an eye upon him. these days 
of close competition he is a poor merchant 
who doesn’t know what his rivale are eell- 
ing, and inasmuch as it is eminently unfair 
that one merchant should pay a license 
while his neighbor escapes, this office ig not 
likely to remain long in ignorance of viola- 
tions of the license law.’’ 

Excise Cemmissioner Higgins has watched 
the effect of his new order with great inter- 
est, and will press it to a conclusion when 
he has recovered sufficiently from hig iil- 
ness to resume his duties at the office.
